The city lighting is  boing done at present

aecording to the Chicago lighting schaiule,

and the pesplt s that the electrie lights are
turned on fully an hour before durk and Lare
shut off that much tao early in the morning.

Under the old continet o difference of half an

hour wis mide for the difference in longitude

but under the new one this  difference is not
miide, which renders tha street lghting loss
satisfitctory thun it might be.  Thi present
condition of uffairs is undoubtiedly  due to
oversight and alittle attontion on the part of
the council would remedy it. A half hour's
additional lghting can be secured without
uny additional cost.  Another point in this
counection that demands the attention of the
council is the contraet with the moon, which
is rather fmperfect in its workings, The
whole trouble s caused by the [alliuve of that
luminary to pul in an appedrance on ull
occasions  called  for by the  bills,

The contract with the electrie light company

provides that no lights shall be tuymed on on

these ocensions and all is well when the moon
makes w1l conpections on schedule  time, but
on clondy nights there is an abundiant of kick-
ing und darkness,  Last year there was an
arcangement by which the captiain of the
night pollee wos instructed to order the
lights turned on whenever hodeoms it neces-
sary and the weather is such 65 to warrant
it. A rencwal of such an arrangemaent would
jve gencral satisfaction and insure well-
ighited streets at all times,
